I muſt own I am ſo thoroughly convinc'd of the ill In- 
tentions of theſe Men, and of the unworthy Morives on 
which they act, that I cannot help rejoycing at this Dilap- 

intwent, Which has at once deſtroy'd ali the pleaſing 

roſpects of Power and Revenge with which they had for 
{ome time flatter'd themielves. And ſurely it any thing 
could add to the Pleaſure which every honeſt Engliſhman 
mult feel upon ſo joyful an Occaſion, it muſt be the Damp 
it has ſtruck upon the Spirits and Countels of thoſe who 
have ſo long labour'd to retard and obſtruct the Scene of 
publick Felicity, which now ſhews itſelf to the utter Con- 
futation ot all the Objections rais'd againſt the Meaſures 
that have brought about this happy Event, 


The Diſputes which were laſt Winter carried on with 
reſpect to the publick Negotiations, are ſtill treſh in every 
body's Memory; and it is not at all neceſſary to repeat the 
particular Arguments which were then us'd; yet this is 
certainly worth recollecting, as what was then objected 
with ſo much Truth tothe Winters againſt the King's Mea- 
ſures, that they not only endeavour'd by the moſt ground- 
&(s Inſinuations and Aſſertions to raiſe Prejudices in the 
Minds of h's Majelty's Subjects, but even went ſo far as to 
ſuggeſt ſuch Arguments to our Enemies, as were moſt like- 
ly to prevent their Acceptation of thoſe Terms which a- 
lone could at that Time have ſecur'd our National Intereſts. 
And indeed it was not at all wonderful, that thoſe who, in 
order tp promote the Succeſs of their pernicious Schemes, 
had leagu'd themſelves with One ſo infamous tor betraying 
his Country, and for the ungrateful Returns he has con- 
ſtantly made to all who have either empley d or protected 
him, 5 for * ſame Ends, make no - of a- 
dopting his Morals and Maximęrand ſo openly declare in 

Favour of any Power which e 
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would be moſt willing, as well as beſt able, to ſecong their 
ill Deſigns upon this Nation, | org theje | 


The Point then labour'd was, as I before hinted, to 
prevent the Concluſion of the Proviſional Treaty; and 
this was to be done by furniſhing Spain with Arguments to 
juſtify their ſeizing and detaining the South Seca Compa- 
ny's Effects,. and their Depredations upon our Merchants 
in the Weſt Indies. What Impreſſion was really made at 
the Court of Madrid by theſe treacherous and ill-ground- 
ed Suggeſtions, is now needleſs to enquire; ſince by the 
Lite happy Change of Affairs, all ſuch malicious Inſinua- 
tions are become inſignificant, his Majeſty having ſooner 
tound a Diſpoſition to Peace and Reconciliation in a Fo- 
reign Power, than in theſe Domeſtick Enemies to his Per- 
ſon and Government. 


It cannot certainly be expected that the ſame Perſons, 
who were ſo muchalarm'd at the Negociations, and appre- 
hended ſo many il! Conſequences to themſelves from the 
Concluſion of a Proviſional Treaty, ſhould ſhew leſs Con- 
cern and Diſappointment upon the News of a ſolid and laſt- 
ing Peace, or ſhould be leſs alert and active in their Endea- 
yours to prevent its becoming General. And indeed, 
ſince the Treaty of Seville is beyond the Reach of their 
moſt artful Malice, fince the States General have acceded 
to it, and one more Acceſſion might compleat the Digrace of 
theſe Patriots, and the Happine/s of their Country ; it will 
be but conſiſtent with their Character, and we may moſt 
certainly expect, that * will now Lebe their whole 
Skill and Invention to find out ſuch Reaſons as may beſt 
ſerve to divert his Imperial Majeſty from becoming a 
Party to theſe Engagements. 4 


In order therefore to ſhew what kind of Behaviour we 

re to expect from them, I ſhall juſt take Notice of ſome 
falſe Inſinuations they have already let fall with regard to 
this Treaty, which they could not at that Time have' 
poſſibly (e:n, © and of the Contents of which they would 
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* perſuade us, that the Directors of a Company extreme- 
y intereſted in the Conſequences of this Treaty were 
* equally ignorant, * tho thoſe DireQtors had {een and ap- 
prov'd them, It is evident that theſe Inſinuations pro- 


ceeded rather from their Wiſhes, than from their Belief 


that they were true; and that the Concern they affected up- 
on this Occaſion, for the Security of our National Inte- 
reſts, was to be attributed to nothing but their Apprehen- 
ſions that thoſe Intereſts were but too well ſettled and ſe- 
cured. TE 5 5 a 


It has likewiſe been hinted, that the ſecuring of the Suc- 
ceſſion of Don Carlos in Italy by Spaniſh Garriſons, (which 
makes one of the principal Stipulations of the new Trea- 
ty) is a Step that may prove dangerous to the Peace of Eu- 
rope, and that the Emperor in particular is obliged in Inte- 
reſt to prevent its taking Effect. But theſe Gentlemen 
ought to remember, that this Point of the Succeſſion of 
Don Carlos to the Dutchies of Tuſcany and Parma, had al- 
ready been conſented to and eſtabliſhed by the Quadru- 
ple Alliance: And I will venture to fay, that whatever 
Fault may juſtly be found with that Treaty, there can be 
no ſolid Objection made to that Part of it whichallots thoſe 
Dutchies to Don Carlos. The preſent Poſſeſſors of thoſe 
Countries having no Heirs Male, and there being little or no 
Hopes of their ever having any; had that Succeſſion been 
left open, all Itaſy, conſidering the Strength and Influence 
of thoſe Dominions Which the Emperor bas already got 
Poſſeſſion of in that Country, mult in all Probability have 
tallen into his Hands, or at leaſt into ſuch Hands as muſt 


have had an entire Dependence on him. And this ſeems to 


be the Opinion of the Body of the Inhabitants in thoſe 
Countries: For by all the Advices trom thence, there ne- 
ver did appear greater Joy and Satisfaction in People of 
almoſt all Orders and Ranks upon any Occaſion, than was 
obſcrved there upon the News of the Treaty of Seville's' 
being ſigned. VVV 


As to this Nation, i: has already ſufficiently contributed 
to the aggrandizing ot his Imperial Majeſty in that Part « 
| n the 
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the World, and has for ſome. Years paſt felt, and may 


Kill feel in a yet more ſenſible Manner, the Returns of 


his Gratitude. But whether the Gentlemen approve or 


diſapprove of this Succeſſion, they cannot charge it as 


a Fault of this Treaty. I do not pretend to be able to 
form any Judgment how far the Counſels at Vienna may 


be influenced by their Suggeſſ ions, Iam not at all acquainred 
with the Intentions ot that Court as to this Particular, and 
I have very little Reaſon to expect any Information from 
thence, having never dealt in the Honourable Traff.k of 
tranſmitting Intelligence from hence thicher. Only thus 
much | will affirm, that the Emperor eannot reaſonably 
take Offence at this Stipulation, being himſelf under pre- 
vious Engagements by the Quadrupl- Alliance to make it 
effectual: And has in Conſequence of that Treaty already 
giver: Dori Carlos the Eventual Inveſtitures of Tuſcany and 
Parma, tor which his Imperial Majeſty bad, and till poſ- 


ſeſſes, the Kingdom of 2 as an Equivalent: Neither 


can the Variation made by the pre ent Treaty of Spaniſii 
inſtead of Swiſs Garrifons, juſtity, in Reaſon and good 
Senſe, his Imperial Majeſt;'s not conſenting to it, unleſs 
he can ſhew that he may be prejudiced by that Alteration; 
for it is to be 2 that it has always been {is Intention 
to make good the Engagement which he laid himſelf under 
by the Quadruple Alliance, in favour of Don Carlos's Suc- 
ceſſion; and the only Queſtion now is, whether this Va- 
riation will make that En agemeut more effectual or not? 
If it makes it more effectual. it wou d be inconſiſtent with 
his Imperial Majeſty's good Faith t oppoſe it; it other- 
wiſe, he ought not to complain of it, ſhould his Imperial 
Majeſty, as theſe Gentlemen ſeem to think, have an In- 
clination to defeat that Succeſſion. 


As to the Spagiſh Garriſons, they are as ſtrictly obliged | 


by this Treaty, as the neutral ones were to have been, not 
to interfere in any manner with the Government of thoſe 


Countries, but to confine themſelues barely to keeping 


Poſſeſſion of the P'aces committed to their © are; and the 
Emperor can be under no Apprehenſions of Danger on 
ne "om

this Head, baving conſtantly, in the Neighbouf hood of 
thoſe Garriſons, a Number of Troops more than ſufficient 


to awe and check them, ſhould they offer to exceed the 


Bounds preſcribed them; and he can, without doubt, as 
eaſily keep them in order as he could the Swiſs. It isthere- 
fore, in my Opinion, undeniable, that the Emperor can- 
not, in Juſtice, refuſe to join in this Treaty oh account of 
this V:riation: And it is equally manifeſt, that any Mini- 
ſter would have deſerved the ſevereſt Puniſhment, who 
mould have adviſ-d the King to have deferred, for one 
Month only, the Accommodation of our Differences with 
the Court of Spain, for the Sake of this Alteration; eſpe+ 
cially fince, by the Mariner in which this Affair is now E. 
tled, we are freed from the Engagement we were before 
under, of paying one third Part of the Expence which 
would have been requiſite for maintaining neutral Garri- 
ſons in the Dutchies of Tnſcany and Parma. I am per- 
{waded the World will, upon the whole, own that His Ma- 
jeſty and his Allies have acted very generouſly with Regard 
to the Emperor, ſince, inſtcad of reſenting the Part the 
Court of Vienna has acted towards his Majefty and this Na- 
tion, they have once more put it in his Imperial Majeſty's 
Power to make his Peace upon ſafe and honourable Terms, 
without any Diminution of his Dignity, Rights or Poſ- 
ſeſſions, But if the Court of Vienna fhall be ſo ill advi- 
ſed as to refuſe theſe Offers, they alone ought to be an- 
ſwerable for the Miſchiefs they may in all probability bring 
upon themſelves; and it is hardly to be imagined that they 
will find any Allies to ſupport them in ſo wild and unjuſti- 
fable an Oppoſition to Meaſures that are in themſelves juſt 
and reaſonable, and have been concerted by Powers of ſuch 
Weight and Conſideration, as thoſe who have joined in 
this Treaty in order to eſtabliſh the publick Tranquillity. 


To quiet the Uneaſineſſes of theſe Gentlemen, and to 
rid them of thoſe terrible Apprehenſions they affect to be 
under, leaſt his ſo long look'd for Peace ſhould have left our 
foreign Acquiſitions in an uncertain aud precarious Condition, 
I ſhall beg leave to obſerve to them, that as by the firſt Ar- 
ticle ot this Treaty all former Treaties and Conventions 

between 
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between the contracting Parties are renew'd and confirm'd 
in the lame Manner as if they were actually inſerted Word 
for W ord in this; it is evident that we have here a very tull 
Acknowledgment on the Partof Spain, of out Rigit to 
Gibraltar, and the Iſland of Minorca, which was acqui- 

red by the Tłeaty of Utrecht, and has been confirmed to 

us by ſublequent Treaties. But the ſecond Article ſtill goes 

tarther, and by it the King of Spain himſelf gives his Ma- 

jeſty his Guaranty, tor all his Kingdoms, States and Dos 

minions, in whatſoever Part of the World they are ſitua- 

ted, and conſequently for the Poſſeſſion of theſe very 

Places: This Guaranty is given abſolutely, upon the Foot of 

f rmer Treaties, without any Reſcryation tora tuture Diſ- 

cuſſion of any Pretenſions whatſoever, either at aCongreſs, 

or before. Commiſſar ies. So that I may defy theſe Gentle- 

men, or any body elſe, to ſhew in what Manner thoſe 

Foreign Acquijitions can be more effectually ſecured, 


As our Poſleſſions are thus ſecured to us beyond all pbſ- 
ſibility ot Doubt or Cavil, ſo al! our Priviteges and Ad van - 
tages in Commerce are re- eſtablhſhed upon the Foot of for- 
mer Treat ies; and it is likewiſe with great Satisfaction 


that I obſerve, that the utmoſt Regard has been ſhewn to- 


wards the Loſſes which our Merchants may (not only for 
theſe few Years laſt paſt, but at any Titne) have unjuſtly 
ſuſtained. His Majeſty's tender Concern tor his Trading 
Subjects, who have certainly a Right to his peculiar Care 
and Protection, is the more to beapplauded, becauſe it 
has frequently been their hard Fate to be the Victims of Na- 
tional Quarrels, and to be left, at the Concluſion of a 
Peace, without any Compenſation for the Calamities Hieb 
the preceding Diiturbances had brought upon them. It 
is theretore the moſt ſenſible Pleaſure to me, to reflect, that 
by the Articles of this Treaty our Merchants are entitled 
to Reſtitution of all Ships and Effects that have at any 
time been taken trom them contrary to the Treaties of C- 
trecht, or any other Treatics which ſubſiſted between Eu- 
gland and Spain to this very Day; Which is the Point I 
ſhall now proceed to prove. 1 —

not to do any thing himſelf, or even ſuffer any thing to 
done, that may be cont ary thereto direct iy or indirectiy. 


By the ſecond our Poſſeſſions, and all our Privileges and 
Rights ot Commerce, are guaranted to us. 


By the fitth immediate Reparation is promis 'd for the 
Damages ſuffered by the Subjects of Great Britais in Eu- 
rope ſince the Time preſcrib d by the Preliminaries for the Geſ- 
ſation of Hoſtilities there, and in the Weſt-Indies fince the 
Arrival of the King of Spain's Orders at Cartagena. 


The ſixth Article declares, and that without Limitati- 
on as to any Retroſpe&, that all Ships and Effects tak en at 
Sea in Europe, to the Time preſerib d by the Preliminaries 
for the Ceſſation of Hoſtilities; and in the Weft-Indies, tili 
the Arrival of his Catholic Majefty's Orders at Cartagena, 
thall be referred to Commiſſaries, who ſhall be appointed 


for that purpoſe within four Months after the Exchange 
ot the Ratifications, and whoſe Decifions ſhall be punctu- 


And indeed for my own Part I tniift confeſs my ſelf ig 


norant, and I believe might challenge the moſt clear. ſi 


ed ot theſe Gentlemen to ſhew, what other Method could 
poſſibly have been uſed, in a Caſe where there muſt of Ne- 
ceſlity be ſo great a Variety of Pretenſlons, fome of them 
of ſo long ſtanding, and where the Diſtance of Place and 
Time alone muſt create ſome Difficulties, with regard to 


the Captures and Seizures, as well as to the ſeyeral Proofs. 


The firſt ſeparate Article does moſt fully ſhew that the 
Terms of our former Treaties with Spain are to be the 
Rule and Meaſure of the Reſtitution of all Seizures made 


tion 
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tion to be given for the Loſſes ſuſtained at that Time by our 


Merchants And in che {ccond ſeparate Article it is decla- 
red that, in Conſequence of the foregoing one, ail Ships, 
Merchandixe, and Effects, taken or ſeized, (provided it 
were not upom account of unlawful Commerce) and which 
ſhall be proves by authentic Proofs and Decuments to have 
been detained, ſeized, or conſiſcated in the Ports of Spain, 
either in Europe, or in the Indies, and namei the Ship Prince 
Frederick. and her Cargo, if they have not been reſtored alrea- 
ay, ſhall be immediately reſtored in the ſame kind, as to thoſe 
things which ſhall be found ſtill remaining in that Condition; 
or in default thereof, the juſt and true Value of them according 
to their Valuation; which, if it was not made at the Time, 
ſhall be regulated by the authentick Informations which the 
Proprietors ſhall exkibit to the Magiſtrates of the Places and 
Towns where the Seizures were made. 


And it appears manifeſtly by the latter Part of this Ar- 
ticle, that thoſe only the Validity of which may not yet 
have been ſufficiently made out, are to be referred to the 
Examination of che Commiſſaries, to dp therein according 
to Kight upon the Foot of the Treaties. 


And indeed it was but juſt, that theſe Seizures ſhould be 
diſtinguiſn'd by an immediate Reſtitution, ſince the claim 
ot our Merchants is, in this Caſe more clear, and leſs lia- 
ble to diſpute, than it can be in the Caſe ot Depredations 
committed upon them by private Captors; theſe Ships 
and Effects having not only been ſeized within the Time 


allowed by the Treaties confirmed in the foregoing Article 


tor withdrawing them from the ſeveral Ports of Spain, 
but being detain d tor his Catholick Majeſty's own Uſe, by 
his own Officers, and in Obedience to particular Orders 
from the Court of Spain. So that the {aid Ships and Ef- 


fects, or the Value ot them muſt be eicher in his Majeſty's 


own Poſſeſſion, or in the Hands of his Officers. 


Upon the whole it is evident, that our Right to repara- 
tion is not confined, as has been falſly inſinuated, to ſuch 
Loſſes only, as have * ſince the Year 1727 but 


will 
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will extend itſelf to any Depradations and Violences that 
we may have ſuffer'd, m Breach of former Treaties, ei- 
thcr in £0; e or the H eſt-Indies. 


And it is with theutmoſt Satisfaction that l obſerve, that 


the Reacineſs ani Cordiality with which his Cathalick 


Majeſty enter'd in'o this Treaty, gives us great Reaſon to 
think him fincerely dq ſpoſed to fulfil punctually the ſeye- 
ral Engagements of it; and that, as a farther Proof ot theſe 
good Diſpotitions on the Part of Spain, ſeveral Cedulas 
in tavour of the South-S-a Company, asalio that tor the 
Reſtitution of all Prizes taken from our Merchant ſince 
the Arrival of the King ot pain's Orders at Cartagena 
the 22d. of June 1728, have been already actually tran- 
{mitted hither trom Seville. | 


It has been ſuggeſted that theſe Demands may be fruſtrated 
by a pretence of illicit Trade, ſuch as having ene ſingle Picce 
of Eight on Board, when taken, which it is ſaid Can ſcarce 
fail ro happen; In anſwer to this Object ion, 1 ſha'l only ob- 
ſerve, ri-at this can never be the Caſe of any Ships that 
traded fairly to our own Ports, and had not carry:d on ag 
unlawful Commerce to the Ports ot the Spaniſh Heſt-In- 


dies; for no Ship that has not been ſo trading, can be ſeized 


or confiſcated tor having Spaniſh Monty on Board. If 
thererefore any Subject of England ſhall ſuffer upon this. 
Article, le will ſuffer not tor want ot the King's Cate in 
eſtabliſhing tor mer Treaties, and ſecuring to his Subjects 
the Benefit of them, but for wilfully tranſgreſſing himſelf 
the Articles of Commerce long ſince eſtabliſh'd between 
the two Nations, and indeed between Spain and all other 
Nations who trade with that Kingdom. 


But before Ileave this Article, I muſt take Notice of that 
Part ot it, which relates to the Claim his Catholick Ma- 
zeſty may have to recompence for the Spaniſh Ships of War 
which were taken in the Mediterranean in the Year 1718. 
By the Treaty of 1721 it was agreed that thoſeShips ſhould 
be reſtored; or in caſe of their being ſold, the Value of 
them paid in Money to the King ot Spain. As . 
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the King of Spain had agreed, by the firſt Article of this 
Treaty to a Confu mation of the Treaty of 1721, and had 
conſequently acknowledged our Right to demand Reſti- 
tution of all that we could ever claim in purſuance of that 
Treaty, he, in his Turn, pretended to the Reſtitution of 
the Men of War above mentioned, or their Value, by 
virtue of the ame Treaty. And this certainly was a Claim, 
which, conſidered abſtractedly from ſome Circuntiiuces 
attending that particular Caſe, could not have been diſpu- 
ted. Thoſe Circumſtances were, That his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty did actually ſend Commiſlaries in purſuance of the 
Treaty of 1721, to Port- Mahon, where the ſaid Men of 
War then lay, to demand the Reſtitution of them, and 
that they were really at that Time offer d to thoſeCommiſ- 
faries, but retuſed by them, on Account of their being in 
a decay'd Condition, and unfit for Service, and were upon 
that Refuſal, drawn out of the Harbour by Order of the 
Governour, and ſunk in the main Sea, This was whay 
was alledged on our Part when the preſent Treaty wasne- 


gociating, but as the King of Spain ſtill inſiſted upon his 


Right to the Reſtitution of the ſaid Ships, tho' he was con- 


tented to refer that Pretenſion to the Diſcuſſion of Com- 


miſſaries, I would fain know upon what Grounds, and by 
What Rule of. Juſtice, his. Majeſty could have refuſed to 
comply with this Requeſt ; fince it is notorious that the 
Ships to which Spain was intitled by the fifth Article of the 
Treaty of 1721 were never actually reſtored, and his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty has at leaſt aRight ro have theReaſons,why 
they were notreſtored, examin'd into. And there was the 
leſs Pretence for declining this Diſcoflion, becauſe we were 
ſure it would upon Examination appear that it was theFault 
of the Spaniards only that thoſe Ships were not put inte 
zheir Poſſeſſion, | 


Having thus given my Sentiments upon the Treaty late- 
ly concluded at Seville, and proved it to be juſt, honour- 
able and advantageous, I cannot omit making one Obſer- 

vation in order to ſhew his Majeſty's Goodneſs to his Bri- 
tiſh Subjects upon this Occaſion. His Majeſtyby his wiſe 
and ſteady Conduct had given ſo happy a Turn to mou

fairs of Europe, that the Courts of Vienna and Madrid ſeem - 
ed equally defirous of being reconcild to him; and his Ma- 
jeſty s preferring an Alliance with Spain, is a ſtrong Proof 
that bs Interells of Great Britain have the chief Place in 
his Thoughts. His Majeſty might certainly have promiſed 
him ſelt not only Security, but even great Advantages to 
his German Territories, from a R-conciliation with the 
x art and on the contrary, he may now perhaps meet 
with Marks of Reſentment in thole Quarters. Seckendorff, 
the Imperial Miniſter at Berlin, will without doubt be again 
called upon to exert the Credit which he pretends to — 
gain d with bis Pruſſian Majeſty, to induce him to quarrel 
ence more With thoſe to whom he ought by all the Ties ot 
Blood, Intereſt, and Religion, to be moſt cloſely united. 
But the Conlideration of theſe Dangers made no Impreſti- 
an upon his Majeſty, nor did in the leaft influence his De- 
termination as to the Part he was to take; He ſaw that 
great Britain as to herſelf, would have nothing to appre- 
hend from the Emperor after his Separation from his Ca- 
tholick Mzzelty ; and the Advantages aceruing to this Na- 
tian in Poigt of Trade and Commerce, were roo obvious 
tor him to heſitate a Moment in cloſing with Spain. 


What I have juſt mentioned conconing Profle, leads 
me to reflect a little upon what n ſolately with Re- 
lation tochat Court, which furniſhes us with fuch a re- 
mat kahle Inſtance of the ill Diſpoſitions and Deſigus of 
ctheſe Gentlemen, that it it were not already too publick 
and ngtorigus, I ſhould be glad, for the Honour of my 
Country, to paſs it over in Silence. Upon the firſt Pro- 
ſpect of an Accommodation with Spain, their Attention 
and Hopes were immediately fixed upon the Hog ef Prius 
ſia, and being apprehenſive that they ſhould ſoon be driven 
| the t Saiſſans, they reſolved to take Refuge 


in that at Brunſwick. And tho', at the time when the 


Kingof Praſſis e ſpous d the Intereſts of Englond, by en-

Thus did theſe 
faithful Subjects, on ove Hand, endeavour to raiſe an Fne- 
my againſt his Majeſty, and on the other, to deptive him 
of all Hopes of Aſliſtance.TheEvent indeed did not anfwer 
their wicked Expectations , for the Storm which then 
threatned his Majeſty's Dominions was ſo happily diffipa- 


ed, that it only gave fim an rr of fhewing his 
own perſorial ke olution, and of teceiving the glo- 
rious Proofs of the Zeal and Fidelity of his Allies. 


For my own Part I muſt contefs I catmot fee how it can 
be the Duty of an Engliſhman to encotitage foreign Pow- 
ers to invade the King's German Dotninions, and to excite 
the neighbouring Princes to oppreſs a People merely be- 
Cauſe they acknowledge the fame Sovereign that we do.
